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were chiefly held in Eſteem, as Qualities moſt conducive to Honour and Secu- 
rity, Men yielded with Reluctance to the Obligation of Civil Inſtitutions, which 
were calculated to abridge and reſtrain their natural Rights and Prerogatives. 


During this early Dawn of Legiſlation, the unpoliſhed Genius of the People, is 
viſible even in the Conſtruction of their Laws, which are, moſt of them, ily 
drawn up without Order and without Preciſion. | 


T: the rude State of human Government, while perſonal Strength and Courage 


The antient Statutes of this Kingdom, afford abundant Examples of ſuch Irregu- 
larity and Inaccuracy ; being, moſt of them, formed without any ſettled Precedent ; 
and /ceming, in particular Inſtances, rather to be Proviſions extorted by ſome pre- 
dominant Influence, than Laws inſtituted by the concurring Aſſent of a regular 
Legiſlature. | | | 


Some Degree of Order, however, beamed forth under the Reign of Edward I, 
many Laws of that Time being penned with a Brevity and Perſpicuity, which 
might do Honour to more enlightened Days. But ſtill the greater Part of the 
Statutes even of that Reign, and of thoſe immediately ſucceeding, are not only 
vague and unſettled in Point of Form, but are ſometimes defective in Subſtance. 
In many, there are no Words exprefling by what Authority they were promul- 
gated; and in thoſe wherein the enacting Authority is declared, it is variouſly 
deſcribed. In ſome Inſtances, the Laws ſeem to iſſue from the King alone; ſeveral 
Acts running in the Form of Charters and Patents. In others, they ſeem to 
from the King and Lords jointly, without the concurring Aﬀent of the Commons. 


Tt is obſervable likewiſe, that Offences are ſometimes looſely and ambiguouſly 


deſcribed; and, in many Statutes, no certain Penalty is inflicted on the Of- 
fender“; whereby the Courts of Juſtice were not only entruſted with a Latitude of 
Conſtruction reſpecting the Offence, but with a dangerous diſcretionary Power of 


puniſhing the Delinquent ; which afforded room for Partiality and Oppreſſion. 


The Laws of thoſe Times were likewiſe extremely defective with regard to civil 
Proceedings, whereby, in many Inſtances, the Courts of Judicature were left open 
to Temptations, and expeſed to Menaces: And, even in the Decline of the feudal 
Policy, they were eaſily corrupted or overawed by the Influence of the Crown, or 
of ſome potent Baron . 


* Many of the penal Statutes only enact that the Offender ſhall be puniſhed at the King's Pleaſure; 
ſome, that he ſhall make grievous Ranſom to the King: And others are merely prohibitory, or admoni-

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The Inconveniencies ariſing from ſuch an imperfect Syſtem, wherein Power too 


often took place of Right, muſt, in thoſe Days, have been frequently and. fa- 
tally experienced, more eſpecially by the Commoners, or inferior Orders, of the 
State. Their Experience of theſe Inconveniencies, taught them to prize the ſuperior 
Advantages of civil Inſtitutions ; and as hey, by Degrees, were enabled to aflert 
their Independance, 'and to obtain that Share in the Adminiſtration of Government, 
to which they are by Nature intitled, we find that the Legiſlature applied their At- 


tention to the framing of Laws with greater Preciſion and Uniformity, in order

more effectually to aſcertain the Bounds of Juſtice, and compel lawleſs Force to 
ſubmit to the Civil Tribunal, | EL nm | 5 


As Induſtry, however, could make but ſlow Advances againſt the overbearing 
Weight of lordly Power, the Commons were not, for a long Time, in a Condi- 
tion to procure the expreſs Acknowledgment, much leſs to maintain the regular 
Exerciſe, of their undoubted Rights: And the frequent Struggles among the ſeveral 
Orders of the Conſtitution were, in Part perhaps, the Occaſion of the vague and, 


unſettled Frame of our Statute Law, which, as different Intereſts predominated, un- 
derwent ſucceſſive Alterations, both in Form and Subſtance. | | 15 


Theſe Inſtances of Diſorder and Irregularity, among other Circumſtances, have 
given riſe to various Objections againſt the Validity of ſeveral early Acts, printed 
in former Collections, and continued in this. Should theſe Objections ever pre- 
vail, many antient Statutes muſt be rejected as utterly invalid; and, to eſtabliſh 
their Authority, is perhaps one of the principal Ends to which an Editor 
ſhould direct his Attention. I ſhall therefore endeavour, in the firſt Place, to ob- 


viate theſe Objections; which will lead me briefly to explain the Method in which 


our antient Acts of Parliament were paſſed *. I ſhall then offer ſome Obſervations. 
on our Statute Law in general: And laſtly, ſhall preſent the Reader with the Plan 
of the preſent Edition. | nn of 


It is affirmed in . Books , that, if a Record mention only that the King 


enacts, and the Lords aſſent, without naming the Commons, that the Omiſſion 


cannot be ſupplied by any Intendment : And upon this Principle, the 8 Hen. VI. 
c. 29. hath, as Serjeant Hawkins obſerves, been queſtioned by Dyer ꝓ, and its Au- 
thority denied in 1 Inft. || and the 8th Report þ. Were this Principle, however, 
which, as applied to the early Statutes, ſeems ill grounded, to be admitted for the 
preſent, yet its Force would not invalidate the Authority of the Act in Queſtion. 


It is obſervable, that, in the old Statutes, there was, for the moſt Part, a general 
Preface, or, as ſome call it, Prologue, to the ſeveral Articles or Chapters enacted 


E Tt ſeems to be an indiſpenſable Duty of an Editor, to give ſome Account of the Forms in which 


our antient Acts were paſſed ; fince, without this previous Knowledge, many of them will be very im- 


perfectly underſtood ; ſuch as Articuli Cleri, and others, which do not bear the Form of Statutes, In 
order however to explain the antient Method of paſſing Bills, we muſt neceſſarily take ſome Notice con- 
cerning the reſpective Influence of the ſeveral Orders of the State at different Times : An Inquiry which 
has been greatly obſcured by the partial and intereſted Zeal of the Writers of the laſt Century, who, by 
attempting. to prove too much, have, on both Sides, fallen equally ſhort of Conviction. The Editor 
therefore has been cautious of advancing any thing on this Subject, not warranted by the Evidence of the 
antient Records. 5 | i

_ Here we find that, in this Preface, the Aſent of the Commons is expreſsly men- 


| tioned : And therefore the Omiſſion in the 29th Chapter, is to be ſupplied by Re- 


ference, and there is no Need of any Intendment *. 


But admitting that their Aſſent could not be ſupplied by ſuch Reference, yet, if 
ſuch an Omiſſion ſhould be deemed ſufficient to invalidate a Statute, then the Au- 
thority of the greater Part of the early Acts may be denied: For the Aſſent of the 


| Conumons is frequently omitted, more eſpecially in the enacting Clauſes of the Sta- 


tutes prior to the Reign of Henry VII. nay, ſometimes is not even inſerted in the 


Preface . 


Lord Coke however takes a Diſtinction between a general and a particular penning 


of an Act of Parliament. Thus he allows an Act to be good which runs in theſe 
general Terms: It is enacted by Authority of Parliament.” Or, he likewiſe ad- 


mits, that if it be indited © guod Dominus Rex flatuit, yet if it be entered in the 
Parliament-Roll, and always allowed to be an Act, it ſhall be intended to have been 


by Authority of Parliament. But, he concludes, *< If it be penned, that the King 


« enacts with the Aſſent of the Lords, or with the Aſſent of the Commons, it is 
not an Act of Parliament, for the Record of the Act expreſſing which of them 


gave their Aſſent, excludeth all Intendments that any other gave their Aſſent. 7” 


This Diſtinction however, with due Deference to ſuch great Authority, does not 


ſeem to eſtabliſh any folid Difference. For, the Legiſlature conſiſting of three Or- 
ders, where one alone, the King for Inſtance, is expreſſed, there is the ſame Ground 
for excluding all Intendment with regard to the other rwe, as there is for the Ex- 
cluſion of one, where t only are mentioned: And no valid Reaſon can be given, 


why the Aſſent of one Order, ſhould not be intended as well as the Aſſent of 749. 
Beſides, the univerſal Reception in Courts of Juſtice, ſeems to be againſt his Lord- 


ſhip's Poſition : For the Statute de Malefaforibus in Parcis, where it is ſaid, that 


the King hath commanded, at the Inſtance of his Nobles,” hath always been

« the great Men;” Articult ſuper chartas, which only mentions the Prelates, Earls, 
and Barons ; and the Statute of Money, which runs in the fame Form} have been 
univerſally received as Acts of the whole Legiſlature, though particularly penned, 
and omitting the Commons, 


But the Doctrine laid down by Lord Coe and others, will appear the more in- 
defenſible, if we take a retroſpective View of the antient Method of paſſing Acts of 
Parliament, wherein we ſhall find, that the concurring Aﬀent of the ſeveral Orders 
of the State was not for ſome time held eſſentially requiſite ; and that after the Com- 
mons were reſtored, as a Part of the Legiſlature, their Influence was ſo inconſide- 
rable, that it was many Years before their Right of Aſent in particular was fully ac- 
knowledged and eſtabliſhed in Practice. | : 


Concerning the antient Method of paſſing Laws, during the Britiſh and Saxon 
Times, we can conclude little with Certainty. The Britiſb Kifritbin, or Great 
Council, ſeems to have been rather an occaſional and tumultuary Meeting, than an 


Aſſembly compoſed of regular and diſtin Orders *. With regard however to the 


Saxon Conſtitution, though we cannot trace the Forms on which the ſeveral Orders 
of the State concurred in the Buſineſs of Legiſlation, yet we frequently find expreſs 
Mention of the People in the Saxon Laws : And it may, among other Circym- 
ſtances, be collected even from the Nature and Deſign of the Folcmote , that they

Petyt likewiſe adopts the ſame Notion on the Authority of Dion Caſſius, who aſſures us, in the Life of 
Severus, that apud Britannos POPULUS magna ex parte Principatum tenet. But the Word Populus here, ac- 
cording to Brady, can only mean the great Men or Leaders; fince Tacitus in the Life of Agricola, long 
before the Time of Severus, informs us that Britanni olim REGIBUS parebant, nunc per PRINCIPES fattioni- 
bus & Studiis trahuntur.—Brady however ſeems to have miſtaken the Senſe of this Paſſage, which he tranſ- 


lates, or rather amplifies thus. In Times paſt, the Britains obeyed their Kings, and lived under Mo- 
narciy; now they are drawn into Factions and Parties by their Chiefs and great Men.” From the 
_ Words in Italicks, which are not to be found in the Original, may be inferred, what Brady indeed ſup- 


poſes, that the Britains no longer lived under Monarchy, but had degenerated into a Populacy, or, as 
he expreſſes it, a Compound of Ariftocracy and Democracy. Whereas the Fact is, that the Britains, at 


that Time, lived under their Kings; and the Hiſtorian, within a few Pages of the Paſſage cited, ſpeaks 
of King Cegidunus and Queen YVoadicea, Brady, with ſome others, ſeems to have been betrayed into 
this Miſconſtruction, by taking the Words Regfbus and Principes as oppoſed to each other: Whereas the 
Oppoſition is between the Words Parebant and Fadtionibus trahuntur. See the Annotator on the Amſter- 
dam Edition of . Tacitus. —It is obſervable that the learned Spelman has fallen into the ſame Error: For, 


after quoting the above Paſſage from Tacitus, he lays, & Viges in hiſce Conſiliis nec Regis adeſſe Preſentiam, 
& nec Authoritatem.” An Inference by no Means deducible from the Words of the Hiſtorian, See Spelm. 
Gloſſ. Vece Parliamentum.—Some, who have treated of this Subject, tell us that the Members of the Bri- 
4% Councils were their Edl/ns, who were of princely Race: 8 with the Governors of Diſtricts 
and Lords of Villages. But this Inquiry is involved in ſuch Obſcurity, that perhaps it is not ſafe to form 
any poſitive Concluſion. | ö 5

We may nevertheleſs venture to conclude, that the Authority of the Commons, 
however conſtitutionally extenſive in Point of Right F, ſoon became very inconſi- 
derable in Effet. We may indeed judge of the Weakneſs of their Influence, by 
attending to the unequal Balance of Property among the Saxons ; which is, perhaps, 
one of the ſureſt Rules to determine the reſpective Powers of the different Orders of 
the Conſtitution ||. And indeed it appears to have been ſo ſmall, that it is no won- 


der 


theſe yearly Meetings likewiſe, they conſulted for the common Safety, about Peace and War, and to pro- 
mote the Public Good. Beſides theſe annual Meetings, if any ſudden Contingency happened, it was the 
Duty of the Aldermen of Cities and Boroughs to ring the Bell called in Englih Motbel, in order to bring the 
People together to the Burgmote, that, by their Common Counc:l, they = provide for the Szcur:ty ef 
the Crown, and take a: to fuppreſs the Inſolence of Malefattors. See the 35th Law. of Edward 
the Confeſfor.—It is probable that the Reſolutions taken at theſe annual Meetings were diſcuſſed and 
finally concluded at the Courts de More, which, according to the Inſtitution of Alfred, met at the three 
great Feſtivals of Eaſter, Whitſuntide and Chriſimas. Theſe Courts de More were ſometimes called the 
Ealra Mittanagemot, or Meeting of all the Wiſemen. As to the //ittanagemot, though it was compoſed 
of the ſame Orders in reſpect of Rank as the Ealra IM ittanagemot, yet it appears to have been only an oc- 
caſional Aſſembly of ſome choſen Members, ſummoned when any Emergency happened in the Intervals 
of the three great Feſtivals. —Sir Hen. Spelman, Voce Gemote, ſaith, ' © that the M ittanagemote differed little 

from the Folcmote, except that the latter was annual, and for the moſt Part ſummoned on certain Occaſions ; 
whereas the former was called at the Will of the Prince, upon arduous Contingencies, and for the Sake 
of making Laws.” But a great Part of this Diſtinction vaniſhes, ſince we find from the Law above-men- 
tioned, that the Folcmote alſo was ſummoned on arduous Contingencies. Indeed Sir Henry does not 
ſeem to have treated this Subject with his uſual Accuracy and Perſpicuity: For after having obſerved, that 
at the annual Folcmotes, the People conſulted about the public Safety, about Peace and War, &c. he 
adds Adbibetur præterea Folemotum in repentino omni Diſcrimine : Exigente etiam neceſſitate {ub Alderman- 
no (hoc et, Comite) cyjuflibet Comitatus. Here we find that he erroneouſly makes the Folcmote on ex- 
traordinary Occaſions, to be ſub Aldermanno ComITATUs; whereas it appears from the Law above cited, 
that it was ſub Aldermannis in C1VITATIBUS & BURGIS. But to enter into theſe Minutiz of the Saxox 
Conſtitution, would require a Volume by itſelf. | | 


+ Elfng, Petyt, Hackwell, Sadler, Harrington, Dugdale, Lambard, Lord Coke, and others. Lambare, 
Lord Cote, and many others, rely on the Authority of the old MSS. Modus tenendi Parliamentum, which is 
rejected as ſpurious by Selden and Prynne. & There are ſeveral Copies of this MSS. Modus, among the 
Cottonian Manuſcripts in the Britiſßh Muſeum, which materially differ from each other: And though there 
is good Ground to ſuppoſe that it is not ſo antient as its Title imports, yet ſuppoſing it to have been made 
even ſo late as the Time of Edw. 3, as Selden conjectures, yet it may bark to expreſs the Senſe of thoſe 
Times with reſpect to the Rights of the Commons, to which they were willing to add the Sanction of An- 
tiquity. | | 

+ Dugdale and Lambard conclude very ftrongly, that the Commons were repreſented among the Saxons 
and the latter produceth a very cogent Reaſon in ſupport of this Opinion. For, faith he, many antient. 
and long ſince decayed Burroughs do ſend Burgeſſes to Parliament, though it cannot be ſhewn that thoſe 
Burroughs have been of any Reputation ſince the Conqueſt, much leſs that they have obtained the Privi- 
lege by the Grant of any 8 King: So, on the contrary, they of antient Demeſne do pre- 
ſcribe in not ſending Burgeſſes to the Parliament; which Preſcription proves that there were ſome Bur- 
roughs before the Conqueſt, which did ſend Burgeſſes. See Dugd. Orig. Jurid. and Lambard's Archeon, 
or Diſcourſe on the High Courts of Juſtice. The Reader will find the ſame Arguments in Lord Coke's 
Preface to his qth Report. Upon the whole, there ſeems to be the ſtrongeſt Reaſon for concluding that the 
People had a Share in the Adminiſtration of the Saxen Government, though it is not eaſy to aſcertain the 
Forms in which they exerciſed their Rights. It is not improbable that their Folcmote anſwered, in ſome 
Reſpects, to our Houſe of Commons: That their Zalra Mittanagemot bore Reſemblance to the Houſe 
of Lords: And that their //ittanagemst was ſomewhat in the Nature of our Privy Council. But after 
all perhaps, it is more diſcreet to confeſs our Ignorance in theſe Points, than to form uncertain Conclu- 
ſions, or hazard vain Conjectures.

While the feodal Syſtem which he introduced, or rather, perhaps, extended *, 
was preſerved in its full Vigour, we find no expreſs Mention of the Commons. 
But the great Oppoſition the ſucceeding Kings met with from the enormous Power 
of the Barons, and the Struggles between regal and ariſtocratical Tyranny, occa- 
fioned the Decline of that Syitem ; and, with other concurring Circumſtances.l., gra- 
dually made Way for the Reſtoration of the Commons into the Great Council. 
As the greater Baronies eſcheated, they were, in order to leſſen the Influence of the 
Nobility, portioned out into leſſer Tenures, in Capite 4; and theſe Tenants were 
called the Leſer Barons; who had a Right of attending the Parliament. Their 
Number, according to Gi/bert, was at one Time three thouſand : Their Attendance 
conſequently becoming inconvenient, if not impoſſible, two Knights were at length 
ſummoned from each County, in the Room of theſe Lefler Barons. 


The firſt Summons of theſe Knights, extant on Record, is the 49th of Hen- 


be HI. 4 And it doth not appear that the Citizens and Burgeſſes, who were, at 


at time, the true Commons of the Realm, were regularly ſummoned at this Time. 
All we find is, that the Cities of Jork and Lincoln, and other Boroughs of England, 
were written to, and required 'to ſend two of the moſt diſcreet Men, &c. 


The firſt regular Summons we meet with, directed to the Sheriff, for the Election 


of Citizens and Burgeſſes, is in the 23d of Edward I. ||. The Commons had by 


ſeveral Juriſdictions. The Saxon Policy likewiſe contributed to increaſe and confirm the. ariſtocra- 
tical Power. For, if a Clown obtained a certain Portion of Land, that is, five Hides, he became 
a Thane; if a Merchant croſſed the Sea thrice on his own Account, he roſe to the fame Honour. 
And if a Thane improved his Eftate to the Amount of an Earldom, then he became an Earl, Though 
Inſtances of ſuch Advancement might not probably be very frequent, yet, it is eaſy to conceive, that, un- 
der a Government, where a certain Portion of Property alone, ſtamped the Rank of Nobility on the Poſ- 
ſeſſor, the Influence of the Burgeſſes or Commons muſt be extremely low. The fame Law, which 2ave 
Encouragement to Trade, proved injurious to Liberty, by its Tendency to increaſe the Power of the 


Ariſtocracy.

not be improper, however, to obferve of Brady, that though he diſcovers great Learning and Acuten«ſs, 
yet he evidently wrote with the illiberal View of ſerving a Party, rather than of inveſtigiting Truth, 
As an Author, therefore, he ought to be read with Caution: And as a Man, capable of proftituting his 
Talents to explain away the Rights of the People, he ought to be remembered with Concern. 


This, however, was more properly the Revival, than the Commencement of their Right. Indeed 


there are the ſtrongeſt preſumptive Proots, that the Commons were a Part of the Parliament foon after the

this Time obtained ſome Share of Influence : But ſuch was the little R cd paid 
to their Rights, that their Aſſent + was not, for a long Time after, held eſſential 


— 


to the enacting of Laws. : 


Even the Barons themſclves were, for ſome Time, conſidered merely as Cawn- 
fellors, and, aſpiring alſo to the Honours of the Chace, with the romantic Glory- of 


Chivalry, they were glad to be relieved from the ſpeculative Buſineſs of Legiſlation, 
which they willingly committed to the King and his Judges F. | 


But as greater Refinement took Place, they not only aſſerted their Right of 
Aſſent to Acts of Legiſlation, but, while their Influence was predominant, they, in 
fact, bid open Defiance to the Crown. 


The Commons ſeem at firſt, among other Reaſons, 'to have been oppoſed as a 
Counterbalance to their exorbitant Power : And they naturally adhered to the So- 
vereign, from Averſion to the Barons, who were no leſs their Oppreſſors, than Op- 


ponents to the Crown ||. 


Conqueſt ; or at leaſt very early in the Reign of Hen. 3. For the 25th of Ed. 1. which confirms Magne 
Charta, ſays, that it was made by the common A/ſent of all the Realm, And the 15th of Ed. 3. ſpeaks 
more ſtrongly, that Magna Charta was made par le Roy, ſes Piers, & la Communalte de la Terre: And the 
Judgment of thoſe early Times is more to be regarded than the partial Conſtruction of modern Interpre- 
ters. Moreover, though the Summons of the 49 H. 3. is the firſt on Record, which comes near to the 
Form ſo long in Uſe, yet there are Inſtruments on Record long before this Time, from whence. it ma 
be inferred that the Commons were called to the Great Council, as appears from WH1TLOCKE's Notes an the 
King's Writ for chuſing of Members of Parliament; a MSS. the Property of Dr. Moreton, who favoured 
the Editor with the Perufal of it. c Brady, however, with his uſual Subtlety, would perſuade us, that the 
Word Communalty antiently meant the Barons only, and Tenants in Capzte, or military Men: But though 
he has cited ſome Inſtances where the Word may be ſo underſtood, yet, in the 14 £8. 3- Stat. 2. the Wards 
Communalty and Commons are expreſsly uſed as ſynonymous Terms: And there are ſuch innumerable Inſtan- 
ces in the antient Records where the Words Communitas and Communaute are deſcriptive of the Commons only, 
that no unprejudiced Writer could overlook or ſuppreſs them. But Brady, who reſts his Arguments on mere 
verbal Niceties, would farther perſuade us that the Words Preceres, Nabiles, Optimates, Magnates, Sc. con- 
ſtantly denote the Barons or Noblemen ; whereas, however they may be ſo taken in a claſſical Senſe, yet, in 
the antient Records, they are often applied to diſtinguiſh the chief of the Commaners, that is, the repreſen- 
tative Body; as in the Stat. de Aſportatis Religioſorum, 35 Ed. 1.—poft deliberationem, Sc. cam Commigus, 
BARONIBUS, PROCERIBUS et alizs NOBILIBUS, ac COMMUNITATIBUS Regni, where the Words Pro- 
ceribus, Nobilibus, ac Communitatibus, mult be deſcriptive of the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſſes. And 
of this Opinion is Lord Cote, 2 Inſt. 583. Nay, it would not be difficult to produce many Records, where 
the Word Barones, notwithſtanding Brady ridicules the Notion, was antiently applied to denote the Com- 
mons, and particularly the Burgeſſes. H©/hitlocke's MSS. above cited,

We find in the Statute Code, ſome Traces of this Prerogative exerciſed by the King. The Sta- 
tute of Gavelet, 10 Ed. 2. for Inſtance, runs thus: It is provided by our E the King and his 
& Tuflices, &c.“ without any Mention either of Lords or Commons. That Laws in theſe early Times 
were made by the fole Authority of the King, without the Concufrence of any other legiſlative Branch, 
is farther evident from the Mirror des, Fuſtices, the Author of which complains, & that Ordinances are only 
made by the 5 his Clerks, and by Aliens and others, who dare not contradi& the King, but ſtudy 
* to pleaſe him. hence,” he concludes, © Laws are oftener difiated by Mill, than founded on Right.” 


| If we conſider the Influence the King had in Demeſne Towns, he might as well have been abſolute 


with a Parliament as without; and the Parliament at firſt, ſo far as it conſiſted of Commoners, was in- 


tended as a Support to Prerogative, ” 
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The Commons were for a long Time, nevertheleſs, ſo far from being conſidere 


; as eſſential Branches of the Legiſlature, that even after they were unqueſtionabl/ 


reſtored to Parliament, yet we find that they, were not conſtantly and regularly ſum” 


-moned as a diſtin& Order, the Sheriffs omitting them at Pleaſure * ; and the King 


ſometimes, in the Writ of Summons, expreſsly naming the Repreſentatives which 


the Sheriffs were to return F. 1 


Their Attendance was, for a long Time, deemed a Burthen both to Repreſenta- 
tives and Conſtituents; 4 and though after Election the Members gave Security 
for their Attendance, yet it is common to find the Parliament adjourned, becauſe 


many of the Commons were not come, nor the Writs returned ||. 


In moſt of the antient Statutes, they are not ſo much as named : And in ſeveral, 
even where they are mentioned, they are diſtinguiſhed as Petitioners merely, the 


Aſent of the Lords, being expreſſed in Contradiſtinction to the Reguęſt & of the 
Commons. | | 


One of the principal Cauſes, however, of their being ſummoned, which was to 
procure their Conſent to the levying of Taxes, naturally contributed to extend 


and enlarge their Influence ; for, after they had granted Supplies to the King, in 


which they were ſometimes emulouſly and oſtentatiouſſy liberal, they reaſonably 
expected ſome Return for their Liberality. Accordingly, after having provided 
for the King's Neceſſities, they took Occaſion to preſent Petitions for the Redreſs 


of Grievances; from which Petitions, moſt of our early Statutes are framed .. 


This Method of framing the Acts, ſeems to have taken riſe from near the Beginning 
of the Reign of Ed. III. For, till then, the Acts were drawn up in the Form of a 
Law, in the firſt Inſtance ; but, from that Time, the Petition, with the King's An- 
ſwer, was entered on the Parliament Rolls, and from them, by Advice of the 
Judges, and others of the King's Council, the Act was framed, and for the moſt 


part entered in a Roll called the Statute Roll, and the Tenor thereof affixed to 


Proclamation Writs, directed to the ſeveral Sheriffs to proclaim it as a Law in their 
reſpective Counties . 1 5 


Many Acts, however, though undoubtedly valid, were not entered on the Sta- 
tute Roll: For if the Bill did not demand Novel Ley, that is, if the Proviſion re-

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quired would ſtand with the Laws in Force, and did not tend to change or alter 
any Statute then in being, in ſuch Caſe the Law was compleat by the Royal Aſ- 
ſent on the Parliament Roll, without any Entry on the Statute Rall: And ſuch 
Bills were uſually termed Ordinances, being ſuch as might at any Time be amend- 
ed by the Parliament without any Statute ; whereas one Statute could not be altered 
but by another : And this Diſtinction is elearly expreſſed in the Rolls here-under 


cited F. 


When the Commons had obtained Anſwers to their Petitions , ſuch as were 
ted were framed into Acts, and frequently paſſed, without their Concurrence 

or Inſpection ||- And their Aſſent, though an undoubted Right, was ſo far from 
being indiſputably eſtabliſhed in Practice, that we find it diſputed in the moſt eſſen- 
tial Points, and arbitrarily over-ruled during the Reigns of Edward III. and Ri- 


chard II. F.

It may be collected from this Record, that, though the Law demanded was 
new, yet if it was fuch as might ſtand with the old Laws, and did not alter any Statute then in force, it 
might paſs indifferently by way of Ordinance or Statute ; whereas if it changed any old Law, it muſt have 
been by Statute: As is farther evident from the following Record. Rot. Parl. 22 E. 3. nu. 30. The 
“ King, by the Aſſent of the Lords, made Anſwer that Laws and Proceſs heretefore uſed could not be 
c changed, without making new Statutes.” But after all, it muſt be confeſſed that whatever the Right 
was, yet ſo irregular was the Practice, that a great Number of printed Acts, as Prynne obſerves, refute 
this Diſtinction. In ſhort, Acts are, by the Legiſlature, frequently called Ordinances; and Ordinances 
again are as frequently ſtiled Acts of Parliament or Statutes: And ſometimes the Words Act and Ordi- 
nance are coupled together. Therefore perhaps the only Difference, if any, between them is, that Bills 
entered with the Royal Aſſent on the Parliament Rell, were called Ordinances, and when entered on the 
Statute Roll, were Riled Statutes, In ſhort, however they may be verbally diſtinguiſhed, their Operation 


was the ſame.

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Nevertheleſs the Commons, in the Reign of Rich. II. had gained a very confider- 


able Aſcendancy ; for, in the firſt Year of the ſucceeding King, they even attempt- 


ed to ſhare with the Lords in their judicial Capacity: But the Archbiſhop of Car- 
terbury, by the King's Command, told them, that “they were only Petitioners ; 
« and that all Judgments appertain to the King and to the Lords, unLEss it were 
«© in STATUTEs, Grants, Subſidies, or ſuch like; the which Order the King 


« would have from that Time to be obſerved.” 


Buy this concluding Exception, we find the legiſlative Right of the Commons 


expreſsly acknowledged in Terms, yet it was ſtill fo little regarded in Practice, that 


it was again invaded the very next Vear: And the 2d of Hen. IV. c. 15. was paſſed, 


though the Commons never aſſented to it, but, on the contrary, diſavowed it +. 
The Force of that Act, nevertheleſs, was felt till the Reigns of Hen. VIII. and 
Ed. VI. Nay, afterwards, in Mary's Time, till its final Repeal in the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth. Inſtances of this Kind probably gave Birth to the Petition in the 
8 of Hen. IV. when it was enacted, at the Requeſt of the Commons, that cer- 
te tain of the Commons Houle ſhould be preſent at the engrofling of the Parliament

But, notwithſtanding theſe Securities, Acts ſtill continued to be paſſed without 
the Commons Aſſent; and they were, from Time to Time, compelled to renew 
their Claim of Right in this Behalf, which they did in 2 Hen. V. in the following 
ſtrong Terms. | 


« Oure Soverain, your humble and trewe Leiges that ben come for the Comens 
« of your Lond, by ſeeckyn onto your rigt Wiſſeneſſe. Tha ſoo as hit hath evere 
& be thair Libertie and Freedom, that thair ſhould be no Statut no Lawe be made

To this the King gave the following Anſwer. © The Kyng, of his Grace eſpe-

« ſent, ſavyng alwey to our Leige Lord his reall Prerogatif, to graunte and de-

Before this Petition, it was uſual, upon entering the Bill on the Statute Roll, 
to make Additions, Diminutions and Alterations , whereby the Act was made to 
vary materially from the Subſtance of the Commons Petitions, and ſometimes framed 
directly contrary to their Senſe and Meaning. Several Inſtances of this Kind occur 
on the Rolls; but it will be ſufficient to mention one, which is extremely remark- 
able, vi. the 36 Ed. III. fot. 1. c. 15. providing that all Pleas ſhall be pleaded in 
the Engliſb Tongue, which is the Purport of the Petition on the Parliament Roll; 
but on the Statute Roll, we find theſe Words added“ And that they be entered and 
&* 7nrolled in Latin,” &c. which Words are not on the Parliament Roll ||. 


Nevertheleſs this Bill of the 2 Hen. V. did not wholly remove the Evil; for 
many Inconveniencies ftill aroſe, from the Method of extracting and drawing up the 
Statute, from the Petition and Anſwer on the Parliament Roll. To remedy which, 


about the End of Hen. VI. and the Beginning of Ed. IV. the Practice was intro- 


duced, or rather revived, of reducing the Petitions, even in the firſt Inſtance, into 
the full and compleat Form of Acts of arliament, which were commonly entered 
in this Form— Item Quedem Petitio exhivita fuit in boc Parliament Formam Actus 


in ſe continens F. 


This Form prevailed many Years, but the Title at length was diſuſed, the Me- 
thod, in other Reſpects, ſtill continuing the ſame as it is at preſent, the Bill being 
drawn up, in the firſt Inſtance, in the Form of an Act, and brought to the Sove- 
reign for his Aſſent. As | 


The Power of the Commons, however, in theſe and the ſucceeding Reigns, was 
daily increaſing ; and the civil Wars between the Houſes of York and Lancaſter, 
contributed to extend their Influence. For Competitions of this Nature, however 
fatal to Individuals, never fail of adding Weight to the Body of the People 4. In

During theſe Conteſts, however, when civil Rights were ſo far from being eſta- 
bliſhed, that the primitive Rights of Juſtice and Humanity were daily violated, the 
Buſineſs of Legiſlation was variouſly and irregularly conducted, both in Form and 
Subſtance. And there ſeems to have been no ſettled Precedent for penning the 
enacting Clauſes *, till the 13th of Charles II. fat. 2. c. 2. when the Form now 


in Uſe firſt took Place. 


Our Judgment, however, with regard to the antient Acts, ought to be guided by 
the Practice of thoſe Times; and it would, with Submiſſion, be very unreaſonable 
to deny the Validity of any of the antient Statutes, upon the Principle laid down in 
the Books; that is, becauſe the Aſſent of the Commons is not expreſſed; ſince it is 
evident, that their Aſſent, after it was allowed in Terms, was often over-ruled in 
Practice: That where we may ſafely preſume their Aſſent was given, it frequently 
was not expreſſed in the Act: And that there was not any ſettled Form of declaring 
the Concurrence of the ſeveral Eſtates of the Kingdom. | 


1 T remains now, in farther Support of the early Statutes, to take Notice of ſome 
more extenſive Objections, which are not levelled againſt the Authority of any par- 
ticular Act, but are calculated to overthrow the Statutes in general of ſeveral whole 
Reigns. Of this Nature are the Principles maintained by the anonymous Author of a 
Treatiſe, intitled, © The hereditary Right to the Crown of England aſſerted,” who hath 
boldly objected to all the Laws paſſed during the Reigns of thoſe Kings, whom he 
ſtiles Kings de facto, on pretence that they are voidable : And as an Inſtance that 
they loſt their Force for want of Confirmation, he hath cited 10 Hen. VI. which 
Ed. IV. refuſed to confirm. 


This ſtrange Reaſoning has been contraverted by Mr. Cay +; but as that Gentle- 


man, in the Courſe of his Animadverſions, has advanced ſome Principles which are 


| at 
contradict the concurring Teſtimony of Hiſtorians, Stephen, in order to ſecure his tottering Throne, 


granted a Charter, by which he endeavoured to conciliate the Favour of all Orders. To the Clergy, he 


undertook to ſupply all vacant Benefices To the Nobility, that they ſhould not be proſecuted for hunt- 


ing in the Foreſts—And to the People, that he would remit the Tax of Danegelt, and reſtore the Laws 
of King Edward. Henry 4. likewiſe was obliged to court Popularity; and the Commons, during his 


Reign, ' exerciſed very large, and, till then, unuſual Powers: The Particulars of which may be ſeen in 
Cotton's Abridgement. And Prynne, in a Note upon the Abridgement, takes notice, that the Commons 
oung Speaker [Sir John Tipteft] took more upon him, at this Time, than ever Speaker did before him. 
t is true, when theſe Candidates for woe are well ſettled in their Thrones, they then apply themſelves

the Liberties of a Nation, is a ſpecies of Magnanimity, to which moſt Heroes are unhappily Strangers.

Now ſhould we admit the general Doctrine here endeavoured to be eſtabliſhed, 
it would tend to invalidate the Force of ſome old Statutes, which have, by great 
Authorities, been deemed unqueſtionably binding. If we conſult the Parliament 
Rolls, whereon the Petitions of the Commons are entered with the King's An- 
fuers, we ſhall find, that, to Petitions of a public Nature, the King's Aſſent is en- 
1 tered in theſe Words, Le Roy le voet. By ſuch Aniwer, the Royal Aſſent was 
be. compleatly given, and the Bill acquired the Force of a Law, before it paſſed the 
1 Great Seal, and was entered on the Statute Roll. If the Diſtinction may be al- 
be lowed, we might ſay that the Parliament Roll contained the Sub/tance, and the Sta- 
tute Roll, the Form of the Law, When entered on the latter, the Tenor of it, 
as hath been obſerved, was affixed to Proclamation Writs, which were directed to 
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t the ſeveral Sheriffs, commanding them to proclaim the Act as a Law in their re- 
ſpective Counties: But the Act, eſpecially if it did not require Novel Ley, as above 
explained, was in all Reſpects valid, before ſuch Entry and Proclamation; in the 
f ſame Manner as an Act at this Day, after the Royal Aſſent given, is a compleat

The Point, however, concerning the Validity of an Act, extant on the Parlia- 
ment Roll only, and not entered on the Statute Roll, was very amply diſcuſſed at 
the Trial of the Earl of Macclesfield t. On that Occaſion, the 11 Hen. IV. which 
was entered on the Parliament Roll only, was produced, and ſtrongly inſiſted on by 
the Council againſt his Lordſhip, in their Reply. Serjeant Pengelly, in particular, 
maintained that the Parliament Roll was the Original, as being the Warrant for 
the Statute Roll, and therefore of greater Authority. In which Principle he was, 
in Subſtance, afterwards ſupported by Mr. V eſt. | 


After much Litigation on this Head, a Queſtion was propoſed by Mr. Onflow, 
which decided the Matter in Controverſy. The Queſtion was, Velber the King's 
Aſſent was not entered on the Parliament Roll? To which Mr. Holmes, the Keeper 
of the Tower Records, and the Perſon then giving Evidence, anſwered, — That it 
was entered, in theſe Words, —“ Le Ray le vet; which manifeſtly proved that the 
Royal Aſſent was compleat, and that the Act under Conſideration had the full 


Force of a Law. 


Upon this Occaſion, the Point concerning the Reſpefuatur alſo came under De- 
bate : For the Earl, among other Objections to the 11 Hen. IV. would have infer- 
red its Invalidity, from the Circumſtance of its being entered with a Ręſpectuatur per 
Dominum Principem & Concilium. But this Objection did not prevail, and it was 


inſiſted that the Reſpite given by theſe Words, did not deſtroy its Operation ||. 


Concerning the Authorities cited by Mr. Cay, it is to be obſerved, that with re- 
ſpect to the 25 of Hen VIII. c. 20. though it is a Confirmation of the 23 Hen. VIII. 
concerning Reſtraints of Payments oi Annates, &c. yet this Confirmation was made

As to the Words of Ed. III. Diſinulavimus, Sc. they ought to be buried in 
Oblivion ; and in Truth it is manifeſt, from the foregoing Obſervations, that no 
concluſive Argument can be deduced from this Confeſſion, fo inglorious to Majeſty. 


Concerning the 4 of Hen. 4. c. 13. which confirmeth the 1, 18, and 25 of 
Ed. III. nothing can be inferred from thence, that thoſe Statutes had not the Force 
of a Law, before their Confirmation : For it is well known, that, according to the 
ſimple Policy of antient Times, when Laws were not duly obſerved, they could de- 
viſe no better Expedient of enforcing them, than by re- enacting them with Clauſes 
of Confirmation. But fuch Confirmations are no Evidence that the Acts, till then, 
had not the Force of a Law. The Great Charter hath been confirmed more than 
thirty Times, yet no one will infer from thence, that it was not a compleat Act in 


the firſt Inſtance. In Truth, the Confirmation of an Act did not add to its legal Ef- 


ficacy, but, by bringing it more recently to Memory, under the Authority of the 
Legiſlature, was thought to make the Dread of Non-Obſervance the greater. 


In the Vear- Book of Mayn. Ed. II. it muſt be confeſſed that an Objection is there 


made to the Expoſitions of the Statute of Glouceſter, becauſe they were not under the 


Great Seal. But this appears to have been an Objection obiter, and nothing was 
determined on that Point. If any Determination, however, had been made, re- 


ſpecting its Invalidity, yet, it would not have ſufficient Weight to overthrow ſubſe- 


quent Authorities. 


With regard, however, to the principal Queſtion ariſing on this Act of 10 H. VI. 
the Premiſſes on which the Author of the Treatiſe above named reſteth his Ar- 
gument, do not warrant his Concluſions. The Denial of Confirmation, ſaith 
he, was equivalent to annulling or declaring it void. But this Inference by no 
Means follows. For an Act once valid, + can only be made void, by an expreſs 
Repeal : And a bare Refuſal of Confirmation, only leaves the Act in the State where- 


in it ſtood before. 


* The Reaſon of giving this Power, was that the Operation of the Act might be ſuſpended, in order 
to afford Opportunity of inducing the Pope, by perſuaſive Means, to redreſs the Grievance of. thoſe Ex- 
actions: And it appears by the Preamble to the Act of the 25th, that the Pope had been actually made ac- 
quainted with the Contents of the former Act, and that gentle Means had been uſed to prevail on his 
Holineſs to reform the Abuſe complained of; which proving ineffectual, the King ratified the Act, in 
Purſuance of the ſpecial Power given to him by the Clauſe above recited. gg Nete, The Act of the 234.

+ Tt is obſervable that this Writer does not attempt to impeach the Validity of this Act on any other 
Principle, than the Defect, as he conceives it, of the Sovereign Title: And to this it may be objected, 
that the very Diſtinction itſelf of a King de Fucte and de Jure, is nugatory; for every King in the actual 
Adminiſtration of Government, whoſe Authority is recognized by che other Branches of the Legiſlature, 
is a King de Jure. A parliamentary Settlement, doth unqueſtionably give as firm a Title to Sovereignty, 
as any hereditary Succeſſion whatever: And the flaviſh Arguments urged by the Advocates of hereditary 
Succeſſion, tend to preclude Men from their natural and unalienable Right of Reſiſtance againſt Tyranny 
and Oppreſſion. | 
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 TTAVING thus endeavoured to obviate the Objections which have been made to 


141 the Validity of ſeveral Acts printed in former Collections, and continued in this, 
it may be proper to take Notice of a Complaint, frequently made concerning the 
vaſt Multiplicity of our Statute Laws, which has been deemed the Occafion of ſuch 
Confuſion and Perplexity, that a Propoſal to reduce their Bulk, was long ſince re- 
commended to the Parliament from the Throne itſelf , at a Time when the Sta- 
tute Laws of this Kingdom, were not an Eighth Part ſo voluminous as they are at 


preſent. 


It hath been obſerved 4, that in early Times former Laws were conſidered no 


longer in Force, than as they were preſerved in the laſt Publication; and by this 


Means, it is faid, the Laws were kept within narrower Bounds, until they were 
greatly enlarged, both in Number and artificial Conſtruction, by King Edward I. ||. 


This Method, it may be allowed, was well adapted to prevent the Statute Code 
from ſwelling to an inconvenient Size; but it may be worth while to conſider, 
whether, had this Practice been continued, it might not, in ſome Reſpects, have 


proved of Prejudice to Poſterity. | 


If, upon the Promulgation of a new Law, all former Laws thereby ſuperſeded, 


had been conſigned to Oblivion, how many curious and uſeful Pieces of Antiquity 
would have been loſt ; and how many Lights to Juriſprudence would have been ut- 


terly extinquiſhed ! If all the Laws which have been altered or repealed by ſubſe- 
quent Acts, or which, being grown old by the Introduction of new Habits and 
Cuſtoms, do not agree with the preſent State of the Times, were to be left out of our 
Statute Books, how greatly would Poſterity be at a Loſs to account for ſeveral Inſti- 
tutions, which are only to be explained by Reference to thoſe venerable Relicts of 


Antiquity! , h 


It may be a Queſtion therefore, whether an Attempt to contract the Bulk of our 
Statute Code by ſuch Expedients, might not prove an Innovation more dangerous 
than uſeful ; there being many repealed and obſolete Acts, which though they do 
not govern, are yet very proper to guide; as they frequently contain Matter of

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curious Learning, and may often ſerve the Purpoſe of hiſtorical Proof and II- 


luſtration. 


It is indeed to be lamented, that our Pena Laws are ſo numerous; but perhaps 
this is an Inconvenience unavoidably reſulting from the wide and extenſive Con- 
cerns of a commercial Kingdom. Though a State confined within a narrow Sphere 
of Action, may be very vicious, yet the Modes of Vice will not there be greatly 
diverſified : Offences will multiply, as the Purſuits and Occupations of Mankind 

row more various and diffuſive: And in a Kingdom fo jealous of its Liberty, as to 
leave as little as poſſible to diſcretionary Power, every Offence muſt be preciſely de- 
ſcribed; therefore it is well obſerved by Monte/quieu, that the Multiplicity of our 
Laws is a Price we pay for our Freedom “. 


On this Occaſion, however, it may not be improper to obſerve, that our Statute 
Laws, with reſpe& to criminal Offences, ſeem to breathe too much the Spirit of 
Draco's; all Degrees of Offence being confounded, and all Proportion of Puniſh- 
ment deſtroyed : Whence many Delinquents are, with cruel Precipitancy, hurried 
out of the World for ſlight Tranſgreſſions, who, by prudent and adequate Correc- 
tion, might be made uſetul to themſelves and to Society. 


Men bewildered in the Maze of Stoic Sophiſtry, may revolt againſt the ob- 
vious Principles of Nature, and contend for the Neceſſity of commutative Juſtice : 
But Reaſon evidently declares, that Puniſhments ſhould, as nearly as poſſible, bear 
Proportion to the Offences committed : And though this Rule cannot, in ſome 


Caſes, be ſtrictly adhered to, yet it ought, in general, to be the guiding Principle.

Experience ſufficiently evinces, . that extraordinary Severity has never produced 
any laſting Effect. It has indeed been ſometimes found to check the Evil for 
a Time, but then, as Monteſquieu obſerves, it has returned with the ſame Violence 
as before. To render the intended Effects permanent, the Laws ſhould be adapted 
to the Genius of the People, and the Nature of the Conſtitution : And it would be 
a Taſk well worthy the Wiſdom of the Legiſlature, ſo to model them that they 
may better anſwer the true Ends of Government, which are to prevent, rather 
than to punith Crimes F. | 


* They who exclaim againſt the Multiplicity of our Laws, are fond of quoting the Paſſage in Tacitus, 
where he ſays, Carruptiſima Re publica, plurimæ Leges; but they ſhould conſider that the Hiſtorian does 
not throw this out as a general Reflection, but as applicable to the particular Circumftances of Rome during 
the licentious Authority of the Fribunes; when, in Contravention to the Laws of the twelve Tables, 
particular and partial Laws were made by the Influence of private Men: The twelve Tables provided that 


no Laws ſhould be made by private Perſons, and that no capital Puniſhments ſhould be adjudged, but at 


the Comitia Certurinta, The frequent Revolutions however among the Romans, rendered theſe Proviſions 
neftectua! ; for whenever the lawleſs Attempts of an ambitious Leader prevailed, the Uſurper inſtantly 
commenced Legiſlator: And conſequent!y in this corrupt State of the Commonwealth, the Laws, as Ta- 
citus obſerveth, were very numerous. See Cicero pro Sextio—And Id. pro Dams ſua. 


+ Perhaps it might be ſhewn, that the preſent unequal Syſtem of our Criminal Laws, is not calculated 
even to aner che End of deterring Offenders: But this would open into a Field of Argument, too wide 
to find Place here, and may well demand a Treatiſe of itſelf. IPs 
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Perhaps many other Amendments might likewiſe be made by legiſlative Autho- 
rity: And many Irregularities in the Frame of our Statutes might be correct- 
ed without any Hazard of Inconvenience. Several Laws enlarged, explained, con- 
tinued or revived by ſubſequent Statutes, might be reduced into one Act : And 
where various Matters, in no wiſe relative to each other, are comprized in the

With a View to this End, great Care has been taken to correct the Errors, and 
ſupply the Defects in former Collections, by rectifying many miſtaken and imperfe&t 
References 7, and by ſpecifying the Operation of the Acts referred to; that is, by 
diſtinguiſhing whether they repeal, enforce, explain, amend, continue, or revive 
the Act under Confideration. Moreover, where the Statute referred to contains 
Matter relative to Subjects of different Natures, the Reader is directed to the very 
Section which regards the Object of his Inquiry: And for the Sake of greater Ac- 


curacy, particular Attention hath been paid to place the Act referred to, where it 


hath been found practicable, directly oppoſite to the Clauſe affected by the Refe- 
rence. Many thouſand new References likewiſe are added in this Edition, which 
are brought down to the preſent Time, in a progreſſive Chain; and alfo traced up- 
wards in Chronological Order, by which Means the Reader will have the Statute 
Law relative to the Subject of his Purſuit, under his immediate Inſpection ||. | 


Such a connected View will obviate the Fatigue and Difficulty of tedious and in- 
tricate Searches. By this ready Method of comparing ſubſequent Statutes with thoſe 
preceding, the Reader may fee how the Law ſtood at ſucceſſive Periods, may per- 
ceive wherein it was ineffectual, and, by attending to the progreſſive Alterations 
and Amendments which have been made, he will be more eafily led to the true 
Meaning and Defign.of the Acts under his Conſideration, 


It is to this End likewiſe that many Statutes, though obſolete or expired, are, in 
this Edition, inſerted at length, in their proper Order of Time, which are only 
abridged in the later Editions. Of this Kind are the 1it of Rich. III. c. 1. concern- 
ing Acts of Ceſtui que uſe ; the 34 and 35 Hen. VIII. reſpecting Bankrupts ; and alſo 
the 39 Eliz. c. 3. relative to the Poor Laws, with ſeveral others which ſeem to be 
of Uſe to give the Reader a connective Idea of the ſucceſſive Proviſions of Law on 
theſe material Heads. By having the Statute at large before him, he has the Be- 
nefit of the Preamble, which, as Lord Coke obſerves, is a good Guide to diſcover 
the Meaning of the Act, or rather a Key which opens to the Knowledge of it:

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Chain of Acts under his Eye, the Reader may perceive how the Remedy operated, 
and how it was counteracted, by which Means he will be better able to judge of 
the ſull End and Scope of the Legiſlature, with reſpect to the Subject of his Inquiry. 
It has been thought proper like wiſe to inſert at length, in its proper Order, the Act 
of the 13 Elig. for making the River Lee navigable ; as alſo the 12 Geo. II. for im- 


proving its Navigation, a great deal of Property being ſecured and governed by 


thoſe Acts. 


In this Volume nevertheleſs, the Reader will obſerve, that, of ſome antient Statutes, 
which are printed at length in the laſt Edition, the preſent Editor hath inſerted the 


Titles only, referring to the Appendix or additional Volume, where the Statute will 


be given at large. As the Acts thus referred to, contain Matter moſtly of Curio- 
ſity, which can be of Service only to the learned. Reſearchers into Antiquity, it 
was judged proper to reſerve them for the Appendix, in order to relieve thoſe who 
read folely with a View to Information in the practical Part of the Profeſſion, from 
the Incumbrance of antiquated Materials, totally uſeleſs with relation to their Pur- 
ſuits. Such therefore may, either take or leave the additional Volume, as their In- 


clination ſhall direct them. | 


Concerning the Statutes in general which are repealed, obſolete, or expired, they 
will be carefully diſtinguiſhed by particular Marks; ſeveral obſolete Terms likewiſe 
will be explained: And as many repealed and obſolete * Acts, as hath been obſerved, 
contain Matter of curious Information, and frequently ſerve to explain and illuſtrate 
obſcure and difficult Paſſages in Hiſtory ; therefore all ſuch as appear moſt uſeful in 
theſe Reſpects, will be printed in the Appendix; except they are in their Nature 
connected with ſome material Head of Inquiry, ſuch as the Act of Cęſtui que uſe, 
1 R. III. c. 1. and others above mentioned, in which Caſe, they will be inſerted in 


their proper Order of Time. 


With reſpe& to the Turnpike Acts, the Plan purſued in former Editions will be 
followed in this. With regard to the Land- tax Acts, a different Method will be 
obſerved : For, in former Editions, even of the firſt Act of this Kind, the Title 
only is printed, though it governs the ſubſequent Acts, and though Aſſeſſments are 


made from it. But in the preſent Edition, the firſt Act will be given at large, and 


of the ſubſequent Statutes of the fame Kind, Abſtracts only will be made; except 
where any Clauſe occurs, which varieth in Subſtance from the prior Acts: In which 
Caſe, ſuch Clauſe will be inſerted at length. The fame Plan will be purſued with 
reſpect to the Malt-Tax, and other annual, Acts. | 


* The Words Repealed and Obſolete are often confounded, and indiſcriminately uſed. But an AR re- 
pealed, ſeems to imply a Statute which has loſt its Force, by virtue of a ſubſequent Act, which dire&ly 
orders its Effect to ceaſe, over that Subject upon which it was made to operate, leaving the Subject itſelf 
ſtill in being: Whereas what is uſually, and perhaps improperly, called an obſalete Act, is that which loſes 
its Effect conſequentially, by the Annihilation of the Subject itſelf, on which alone its Power could operate 
Of this Kind are all the Acts concerning feodal Tenures, they being rendered obſolete by 12 Car. 2. which 
aboliſhes che Tenures themſelves. The ſame may be ſaid of the Statutes concerning religious Houſes 
in like Manner rendered obſolete by 31 Hen. 8. for the Diſſolution of Monaſteries, c. In theſe fe 
ſtances. the Statutes of Charles the Second, and Henry the Eighth, do not formally repeal the, Feodal and 
Monaſtic Laws, but render them obſolete by deſtroying the Subjects themſelves, over which alone their 
Force could xtend.

ſince no Law, in our Conſtitution, can be properly termed Oi | panes 
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With regard to the Order of Time in which the Acts are printed, the Editor 


hath adhered to the Plan of former Editions, though perhaps, in many Inſtances, 


the Years of the King's Reigns are not rightly ſtiled. The Statute de Conſpirato- 
ribus, for Example, is printed not only in Serjeant Hawkins's and Mr. Cay's, but 
in all the old Editions *, as the 31 Ed. I. Nevertheleſs it hath been ſaid, by great 
Authorities, to have been made in the 21ſt +. Many Statutes likewiſe paſſed in a 
Seflions which began one Year, and continued to another, are ſtiled Acts of both 
Years, which in Strictneſs perhaps ſhould have been ſtiled Acts of the firſt Year 
only. All Statutes refer to the firſt Day of the Seſſion, unleſs it is otherwiſe pro- 


vided by the Act +. Upon this Principle, it hath been held by the Court, wit! reſpect

The Editor, however, has rather choſen to adhere to the Stile which has been ſo 
long in Uſe, that it may be deemed communis error, than take upon himſelf the

The Sheriff returneth a Liberty 


where none is. Returning of Iſſues. Reſiſtence of Execution of Proceſs. 
How Writs ſhall cc 1 as Juſtices, to whoſe Office it be- 


longeth to miniſter Juſtice to all that ſue before 
« them, are many Times diſturbed in due Execution 
ce of their Office, for that Sheriffs do not return Writs 
& original and judicial; (2) and alſo for that they 
“ make falſe Returns unto the King's Writs 3” (3) 
our Lord the King hath provided and ordained, That 
ſuch as do fear the Malice of Sheriffs, ſhall deliver 
their Writs original and judicial in the open County, 
or in the || County where the Collection of the 
King's Money is; (4) and may take of the Sheriff 
or Underſheriff, being preſent, a Bill, wherein the 
Names of the Demandants and "Tenants mentioned 
in the Writ ſhall be contained; (5) and at the Re- 

ueſt of him that delivered the Writ, the Seal of the 
Sheriff or Underſheriff ſhall be put to the Bill for a 
Teſtimony, and Mention ſhall be made of the Day 
of the Deliverance of the Writ. (6) And if the She- 
riff or Underſheriff will not put his Seal to the Bill, 
the Witneſs of Knights and other credible Perſons 
being in Preſence ſhall be taken, that put their Seals 
to ſuch Bill. (7) And if the Sheriff will not return

| ILLIAM BUTLER, which is within

Gawin Butler his Brother (whotz Heir he is) had 
impleaded one Valter de Hapeton by the King's

© Realm, hath granted and commanded to be from 
© henceforth firmly obſerved, That if any Foreſter, 
Parker, or Warrener ſhall find any Treſpaſſers wan- 
© dring within his Liberty, intending to do Damage 
© therein, and that will not yield themſelves to the Fo- 
© reſters, Warreners, or Parkers, after Hue and Cr 
made to ſtand unto the Peace, but do continue their 
* Malice, and, diſobeying the King's Peace, do flec, 
© or defend themſelves with Force and Arms; although

and Anno Dom. 1350. 


The King and other Lords ſhall preſent unto Benefices of their own, or their Anceſtors Foun- - 
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dation, and not the Biſhop of Rome. 


HEREAS late in the Parliament of good 
W Memory of Ep ARD King of England, 

Grandfather to our Lord the King that 
now 1s, the * xxv Year of his Reign, holden at Car- 
7405 the Petition heard, put before the ſaid Grand- 
ather and his Council in his ſaid Parliament by the 
Commonalty of the ſaid Realm, containing, That 
whereas the holy Church of England was founded 
in the Eſtate of Prelacy, within the Realm of Eng- 
land, by the ſaid Grandfather and his Progenitors, 
and the Earls, Barons and other Nobles of his ſaid 
Realm, and their Anceſtors, to inform them and the 
People of the Law of God, and to make Hoſpita- 
lities, Alms, and other Works of Charity, in the 
Places where the Churches were founded, for the 
Souls of the Founders, their Heirs, and all Chri- 
ſtians; (2) and certain Poſſeſſions, as well in Fees, 
Lands, Rents, as in Advowſons, which do extend 
to a great Value, were aſſigned by the ſaid Founders 
to the Prelates and other People of the holy Church 
of the ſaid Realm, to ſuſtain the ſame Charge, and 
eſpecially of the Poſſeſſions which were affigned to 
Archbithops, Biſhops, Abbots, Priors, Religious, 


and all other People of hoy Church, by the Kings, 


of the ſaid Realm, Earls, Barons, and other great 
Men of his Realm; (3) the ſame Kings, Earls, 
Barons and other Nobles, as Lords and Advowees, 
have had and ought to have the Cuſtody of ſuch 
Voidances, and the Preſentments and the Collations 
of the Benefices being of ſuch Prelacies. 

« I. And the ſaid Kings in Times paſt were wont 
to have the 3 Part of their Council, for the 
Safeguard of the Realm when they had Need, of 
ſuch Prelates and Clerks ſo advanced; (2) the 
Biſhop of Rome, accroching to him the Seigniories 
of ſuch Poſſeſſions and Benefices doth give and grant 


the ſame Benefices to Aliens, which did never dwell. 


in England, and to Cardinals, which might not 
dwell here, and to other as well Aliens as Denizens, 
as if he had been Patron or Advowee of the ſaid Dig- 


nities and Benefices, as he was not of Right by the 


Law of England; whereby if they ſhould be ſuf- 
fered, there ſhould ſcarcely be any Benefice within 
a ſhort Time in the ſaid Realm, but that it ſhould 
be in the Hands of Aliens and Denizens by virtue of 
ſuch Proviſions, againſt the good Will and Diſpoſi-

(3) And moreover, That the Ju- 
ſtices of Peace have Power to ſend their Writs for 
ſuch fugitive Labourers, to oy Sheriff of the Realm 
of England, and to make ſuch Proceſs as the Statute 
requireth, to bring them before them to anſwer to 
our Sovereign Lord the King, and to the Parties, of 
the Contempts and T'reſpatles made or done againſt 
the Ordinances and Statutes aforeſaid, in like Man- 
ner as the Juſtices have Power to ſend to every She- 
riff for the Felons before them indicted. (4) And 
alſo that all the Statutes and Ordinances of Labour- 
ers, Servants, and Artificers, before this Time made, 
and not repealed, be exemplified under the Great 
Seal, and ſent to every Sheriff of the Realm of Eng- 
land, thereof to make Proclamation in full County, 
and after this Proclamation ſo made, that every She- 
rift ſnall cauſe the ſaid Exemplification to him di- 
rected, to be delivered to the Juitices of the Peace in 
his County named of the Quorum, or to one of them, 
to remain with ſuch Juſtices which be, or ſhall be, 
for the better putting of the foreſaid Statutes and Or- 
dinances in due Execution. (5) And in Shires where 
divers Commiſſions of the Peace be made, there ſhall

Need were, to arreft them, and them ſhould arreſt ; 
(2) and the ſame Juſtices, Sheriff, or Under-Sheriff, 
ould have Power to record that which they found 
ſo done in their Preſence againſt the Law; and that 
by Record of the ſame Juſtices, Sheriff, or Under-

TEM, Where it was ordained and eſtabliſhed in 
the Seventh Year of King HENRY the Fourth, 
Grandfather of our Lord the King that now is, that 
Knights of Shires for the Parliament ſhould be choſen 
in the Manner and Form following; that is to ſay, 
at the next County to be holden after the Delivery of 
the Writ of the Parliament, Proclamation ſhall be 
made in the full County of the Day and Place of the 
Parliament, (2) and that all they which be preſent 
there, as well Suitors duly ſummoned for this Cauſe, 
as other, ſhall attend to the Election of their K nights 
for the Parliament ; (3) and then in full County they 
ſhall proceed to the Election freely and indifterently, 
notwithſtanding any Requeſt or Commandment to the 
contrary; (4) and that after they be choſen, whether 
ſuch Perſons choſen be preſent or abſent, their Names 
ſhall be written in Indentures, under the Seals of all 
the Chooſers, and annexed to the faid Writ of Par- 
liament, which Indenture, fo ſealed and tacked, ſhall 
be holden for the Return of the ſaid Writ, as to the
